Siegel, Cooper & C0., Are Enjoingd from

iT 1S TO GO TO THE SUPREME COURT 


Thet Body Being Divided, There Js No 
Telling, What Disposition Will 
Be Made o. lit. 


Chicago, April 16.—Judge Showalter, in 
the United States court, this morning en- 
joined Sicgel, Cooper & Co. from making 
any return to the internal revenue col- 
lector under the provisions of the income 
tax law. The restraining order was grant- 
ed on a bill tiled by Gerson Siegel, one of 
the New York stockholders in the defend- 
ant corporation. The bill attacks the law 
2nd under the order granted this morning 
the government will be compelled to take 
part in the proceedings to defend the oper- 
ation of the new law. 

When the attorney for Mr. Siegel present- 
ed the bill to Judge Showalter, the latter 
asked for an explanation of the applica- 
tion. “This is the last day for the returns 
of the income tax to the collector of in- 
ternal revenue,” said the attorney. “My 
client protests against his tirm making 
He maintains that the bill in its 
entirety is unconstitutional, All we ask 
is for an order restraining the firm of 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. from making its re- 
turns today. If not granted the firm 
would be liable to an impositon of $1,000 
fine for failing to make the return.” 

Judge Showalter took the application, 
and after reading it, made the restrain- 
ing order. A bond of $4,000 will be filed 
today. By the issuance of the order of 
the court the firm escapes the payment of 
the fine, should the supreme court, to 
which the question will be carried, decide 
against the complainant. 

Mr. Siegel, in his bill, raises all of the 
questions that are involved in the income 
tax dispute, including those decided by the 
suprg@ne court last week. His grounds for 
the unconstitutionality of the act are set 


forth in the following order: 
“The provisions of the income tax are un-

censtitutional, null and void, and if col- 


lectible upon the defendant’s income or 
profits it is a direct tax, in respect to real 
estate and in respect to its personal prop- 
erty, by levying imposts upon the profits 
and income thereof, which direct taxes 
are not in and by said act apportioned 
emone the ‘several States;as required by 
the constitution of the United States, If 
‘Not a direct tax, the tax is not uniform, 
as required by the constitution, The 
profits of many corporations amount [to 
less than $1,000 and such tax is imposed 
on such corporations, although individu- 
als carrying on and transactiwg similar 
business under like conditions, and having 
like property values, and quantities andin- 
comes are exempt by the act from the 
power of said tax. The tax is not uni- 
form, because your orator has an annual 
income, and, as he is informed, numerous 
holders of stock in corporations likewise, 
have annual incomes of less than $4,000, 
and the effect of such payment will be 
to lessen and diminish the dividends of 
such stockholders and compel them to 
bear and pay the tax, although other par- 
ties of the same class, similarly situated, 
whose income is less than $i,000, are ex- 
empted.

MET THE STATISTICIAN. 


Boards of Trade Representatives In- 
vestigate How Data Is Obtained. 

Washington, April 15.—In accordance with 
a call issued by A. C. Raymond, represent- 
ing the Detroit board of trade, a confer- 
ence of representatives from the several 
boards of trade of the country, with the 
statistician of the agricultural department, 
began this morning, in the rooms ef the 
interstate commerce commission, Mr. Ray- 
mond presiding. The object of the meet- 
ing is to discuss the methods of collecting 
data in preparing the monthly crop reports 
of the agrieultural department, with a 
view to securimg more accurate results. 
It was claimed that during the past five 
years the wheat crop has been under- 
valued. 

Among these in attendance this morning 
were B. Frank Howard, Chicago board of 
trade and editor of The Daily Evening Bul- 
letin; G. D. Rogers; Minaeapolis board of 
trade; George F. Stone, secretary of the

representative of The Price Current: Wil- 
liam Ray, New York cotton exchange: M.

Snow, statistician of the Orange Judd Far- 
mer and also representing the statistician 
of the agricuitural department; and J. C.

INSURANCE MEN ALARMED 


Lest Senator Broome's Valued Policy 
Bill Shall Pass. 
Jacksonville, Fla., April 15.—Insurance 
men of Florida are greatly alarmed over 
Senator Broome’s valued policy bill which 
will come up in the senate, at Tallahas- 
see, Wednesday. Senator Hartridge, of 
Duval, has written a letter to a friend 
here saying that the bill is likely to pass. 
The measure is intended to abolish the 
three-fourths clause in the insurance poli- 
cies and compel the companies to pay the 

full amount of the risk. 

“If the bill should become a law.” 
Mr. J. H. Norton, a prominent fire 
Surance agent, today, “it is: more than 
likeiy all the fire insurance companies do- 
ing business in Florida will cancel their 
policies and quit the state, leaving our 
people without insurance. The freeze has 
already shattered the credit of the coune 
try merchant and if solid insurance pro- 
tection should now be withdrawn it would 
be like knocking cut the last prop—and we 
may look for general Wisaster. Those 
alsu having mortgages on their real estate 
will suffer, as it is more than likely, 
should the insurance collateral be with- 
drawn, that the mortgagers will clamor 
for their money. The insurance companies 
are quite uneasy about the condition of 
‘lorida since the freeze and losses have 
been unusually numerous from all parts 
of the state. Therefore, if this bill, which 
offers a premium on arson and dishonesty. 
should become a law there is no doubt 
that the fire !nsurance companies would 
promptly cancel and quit the state.”

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MACEO MAY BE ALIVE 


The News of His Death Has Mot 
Been Confirmed. 


SAID T0 HAVE COUT HIS WAY OUT 


His Secretary Was Wounded and 
Perhaps Has Surrendored. 


FRESH AID ARRIVES FROM JAMAICA 


Consul General Williams'Is Not Welcome 
at Havana, and if He Returns 
Will Be Ignored. 


Washington, April 15.—Official intelligence 
received this morning from Havana con- 
firms the news relative to the battle of 
the 10th instant between the Spanish troops 
and Cuban insurgents at Palmarito. The 
United States Press dispatch states that 
Thomas Sainz, General Maceo’s secretary, 
was wounded. The official dispatch from 
Havana says also that he surrendered. It 
is also reported that out of the twenty-four 
men who landed with Maceo some days 
ago eleven were killed and wounded, but no 
mention is made of the capture of Maceo. 

A newspaper telegram from Havana re- 
ports that Macco was captured and that in 
the Palmarito battle the insurgent forces 
numbered 2,000 and the Spanish 3,000. A 
dispatch réceived from Captain General 
Callejo merely mentions the killing and 
wounding of eleven of Maceo's followers, 
while nothing is said of any loss to the 
Spanish troops, nor that any considerable 
force was engaged. On the contrary, there 
are strong grounds for the statement that 
they could not have exceeded a few hundred 
at the utmost. 

It is positively asserted that if Consul 
General Williams returns to Havana after 
his proposed visit to the United States shall 
have ended he will be refused his exequa- 
tur, General Campos, the governor general 
of Cuba, will not, it is asserted, receive 
him in an Official capacity and this action 
will be indorsed by the Madrid government. 
While the Canovas ministry in Spain has 
not demanded Consul General Williams’s 
recall, the fact is known to them that 
such a request: was twice made by the pre- 
vious ministry within thirty days before 
their dissolution. An unwillingness on the 
part of the present cabinet to strain the 
relations between the two countries is said 
to be the only reason why a similar requesi 
has not been made by them. Should Mr. 
Williams leave the country temporarily, 
however, advantage will be taken of that 
fact to keep him out by declining to permit 
his returning. 

The Herald’s Santiago de Cuba dispatch 
says: 

“The battle in which the Maceo expedi- 
tion was defeated at Palmarito last week 
was a one-sided affair, as the insurgents 
were greatly outnumbered. “Maceo cut his 
way through and “(fled to join Pe- 
rez. The Spaniards captured his mule, 
rifle, revolver, saddlebags. and silk ham- 
mock and some important correspondence. 
One box of ammunition was seized and 
Crombet's body was burned at Felicina, 
after an official identification.’’ 

Battle at Palma Mirias. 

Havana, April 15.—A detachment of gov- 
ernment troops from Holguilin command- 
ed by Captain A. Guiller, fought a bind of 
rebels 160 strong, at Palma Marias, on 
Saturday. The insurgents were defeated 
with a loss of six killed and a considera- 
ble number wounded. Captain Aguilar is 
in hot pursuit. Martinez Campos gailed 
from Porto Rico last evening for Gaima- 
nera, the port of Guantambus, from which 
it is distant fifteen miles. 


WILLIAMS HAS HIS LEAVE, 


But It Is Doubtful if He Will Make 
Use of It, 

Washington, April 15.—United States 
Consul General Ramon Williams has been 
granted the customary sixty days’ leave of 
absence from his post at Havana, after 
application by letter to the state depart- 
ment, but it is unknown here whether he 
will make use of the privilege or not. Un- 
der the regulations he could not leave his 
post for more than ten days at a time 
without permission from Washington, al- 
though upon application he is entitled to 
sixty days annually. Mr. Williams has al- 
ways secured his annual leave, but on sev-. 
eral cccas®ons has failed to make use of 
it. General Calleja. governor general of 
Cuba, with whom Mr. Williams had an al- 
tercation which led to the recentiy super- 
seded Spanish cabinet to complain to this 
government about the consul general, has 
himself beén recalled to Spain. It is un- 
derstood that the new Spanish cabinet has 
not supported the complaint made by its 
predecessor in regard to the consul gen- 
eral. However, Mr. Williams is understood 
to have had enough of his official position 
in Cuba, which he has held over ten years, 
and that he has determined to settle in 
Brooklyn, where his family live. It would, 
therefore, not be surprising if he resigned 
at the expiration of his leave of absence. 


WILLING TO ARBITRATE, 


Bat Nicaragua Has Not Acceded To 
All of Britain’s Demands. 

Washington, April 15.—The fact that 
Nicaragua had made a reply to the Brit- 
ish ultimatum which was regarded by the 
British foreign office as in a measure sat- 
isfactory, was published several days ago. 
Particulars as to the contents of Nicara- 
gua’s reply have now been received here. 
Nicaragua, while definitely. agreeing to 
none of the specific demands of Creat 
Britain, conceacs the applicability of the 
principle of arbitration to some of the acts 
committed in the Mosquito territory and 
suggests in the most friendly tone possi- 
ble that an impartial commission of arbi- 
trators be constituted for all the grounds 
of complaint, 

Nicaragua points out that the decrees of 
exile against British subjects, which 
Great Britain demanded should be can- 
cedec unconditionally, had already been 
annulled before the formal request of 
Great Britain regarding the matter had 
been received. Nicaragua, although as- 
suring Great Britain of a ‘cordial desire to 
give complete satisfaction, neither promises 
io pay the various sums demanded for In- 
juries inflicted on British subjects, nor de- 
clines to do so, but agrees to a fair and 
be 
recommender, ¢@y an impartial arbitra- 
tion. Great Britain’s proposition exclud. 
ing from the arbitration commission ‘‘a 
citizen of any American state’’ is quietly 
ignored in Nicaragua’s reply. The coni- 
munication is regarded in diplomatic cir- 
cles as a skillful move on Nicaragua's part,

PEACE IN THE BAST 


China and Japan Sign a Treaty 


Settling the War. 


| | 
ONLY $10,000,000 INDEMNITY ASKED 


Great Concessions, However, Are 
Made by the Conquered Nation. 


AN ALLIANCE BETWEEN THE TWO 


The Countries Make an Offensive and De- 
fensive Compact—No Probability of 
an Abdication of China’s Emperor. 


London, April 16, 2 a. m.—The Times cor- 
respondent in Shanghat says: 

“Li Hung Chang’s son-in-law telegraphs 
that the treaty of peace was signed in 
Shimonoseki today, Apri] 16th, and that the 
terms are: 

‘1, The independence of Corea, 

“2. Japan’s retention of the conquered 
places, 

‘3. Japan’s retention of the territory east 
of the Liau river. 

“4. Permanent cession of Formosa, 

“9. Indemnity of $100,000,000, 

“6. An offensive and defensive alliance 
between China and Japan.”’ 

Do Not Believe the Report. 

No credence attached to the report 
Which reached here from Shanghai, by 
way of London, that the Chinese emperor 
has issued a proclamation asserting his 
inability to longer govern the empire. In 
well informed circles the report is ridi- 
culed as being too absurd to dignify with 
a@ denial. It is asserted in the first place 
that the Chinese emperor could have no 
purpose in abdicating, and in the second 
place his mother, the dowager emprcss, 
would not permit him to retire if he de- 
sired. The proclamation is believed here 
to be the work of the secret societies in 
the empire. These societies, it is said, are 
hostile to the government, their aims and 
purposes being not dissimilar to those of 
the nihilists in Russia. If this proclama- 
tion be their work, it was probably writ- 
ten for the purpose of adding to the confu- 
sion in the empire and to the emb?rrass- 
ment of the reigning powers. The whole 
story, however, is regarded as another 
Shanghai fabrication.

And Proceeded To Settle a Difference. 
Shooting Affray at Jacksonville. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 15,—This after- 
noon John L. Marvin, banker, and J, M. 
Barrs, city attorney. met on the: sidewalk 
and a shooting affray occurred. There nad 
been bad blood between them on account 
of factional politics, criminations and re- 
criminations having passed which led to 
the assault three weeks ago by Marvin and 
brothers upon Barrs with canes. Since then 
the Marvins, expecting an assault, have 
been armed. When they met by chance, 
Marvin drew a pistol and fired point blank, 
Barrs jumped forward, seized the weapon 
and thus diverted the aim.

But Circumstances Point to Durant as 
the Murderer. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 15.—The mur- 
ders in the Emanuel Baptist church con- 
tinue to monopolize public attention, Du- 
rant#s manner throughout last evening in 
the city prison was calm, though not indif- 
ferént. His answers to questions were 
given without hesitancy or deiiberation, 
When given a cell’ and a mattress Durant 
went to sleep in five minutes and siept 
soundly. 

Durant denied that he had any part in 
the murder of the two young women, 
This he stoutly maintained throughout. 
The chief told him that he would have to 
stand trial for his life, and then asked 
him about the purse belonging to Miss W1L- 
liams that was found in a pocket in his 
overcoat. He explained that he picked 
this up some time during Friday night in 
the street near the church. He said that 
the last time he saw Miss Lamont was on 
the morning of the day she disappeared 
and that he had not seen Minnie Williams 
for three weeks. This statement, the de- 
tectives working the case say, they will 
have no trouble in disproving. 

Has Committed Other Murders. 

Search is now’ being made for the body 
of Mrs. Forsythe, wife of a pressman 
with the Schmidt Label Company, on the 
supposition that she was murdered by ihe 
same hand that slew the two girls in the 
Emanuel Baptist church. ‘The principal 
reason for this theory is that she was a 
member -of Emanuel church and frequently 
attended there. She was known to have 
been in the company of a man who attend- 
ed the church with her and from this and 
a tew other circumstances it was thought 
that she had eloped, 

It is now thought that Durant was the 
man and that he killed her also, There are 
reasons for thinking that Durant also mur- 
dered Eugene Ware, a young drug clerk, 
who was murdered a few months ago. 
Those who saw the scientific butchery dis- 
played in both cases, coupled as it was 
with horrible savagery, immediately con- 
nected the cases. Vare and Durant were 
close acquaintances and Durant frequently 
visited him at the pharmacy, lie was 
seen with Ware on the night of the mur- 
der. AS a motive it is said that Durant 
was jealous of Ware on account of his 
attentions to a girl. Ware was stabbed 
eighteen times with a double-edged dirk, 
and only two of the wounds looked as 
though they had been delivered at random. 
Others were about the heart and abdomen. 
Furthermore, Ware was murdered by a 
left-handed man, Durant uses both hands 
With equal facility, 

Durant already has his circle of female 
Sympathizers, but as yet none of them 
have been permitted to hold an interview 
with him. Morbid-minded women were on 
hand at an early hour this morning and 
made appeals to the officers on duty about 
the city hall to take them to see the man 
Suspected of the two murders.

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SHAKE-UP IN EUROPE 


An Earthquake Causes Great Commetion 
in Italy and Austria, 


PEOPLE ARE PANIC STRICKEN 


Hundreds Run Half Clad from Their 
Houses Into the Streets.

A THEATER AUDIENCE IN GREAT TERROR 


Clocks Stop at Vienna—Many Persons Ree 
ported ‘l’o Be Killed— Boats Capsig24 
and Their Occupants Drowned. 


Vienna, April 13—Violent shocks or 
earthquake were experienced throughout 
southern Austria last night, the manifesta- 
tations beginning at midnight, At Fair- 
bach, thirty-five miles northeast of Trieste, 
twenty-one shocks were felt between mid- 
night and 7:30 o’clock this morning. All 
churches, public buildings and business 
houses, and residences in the town were 
damaged. Several persons were kiiled by 
falling walls and a large number injured. 

At Veldcn ter shocks were feclt, and at 
Trieste fcur; shocks were also felt at Ab- 
buzzia, Arco, Gorizia, Cilli and other places, 
in all of which many buildings were dam- . 
aged, The direction of the disturbances 
was southeast to northwest. Slight selfs- 
mic vibrations were also felt in this city. 
Communication between Labach and 
Trieste was suspended. In many of the dis- 
tricts affected, the people aré camping 
out in the fields.

Praying for Deliverance. 

Trieste, April 15.—Persons coming from 
Laibach give vivid descriptions the 
scenes of terror during the earthquakes. 
The first shock, shortly after midnight, 
Was so severe that everybody was aroused 
amd hundreds ‘ran half-naked into the 
streets. By 3 o'clock the streets were 
Diocked with carts and carriages, in 
which the sick and aged and little children 
were being conveyed to places of safety. 
A little later vans loaded with furniture 
could be seen on every side. Men and 
women carrying clothing and boxes of 
valuables crowded the streets and often 
stopped completely the progress of the 
vehicles. Terrifiel §;roups knelt on the 
corners and before churches praying for 
deliverance and begging the priests to pray 
for them. 


= 
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Panic in a Theater. 

At Fiume the autiience in the Players’ 
theater had just risen to leawe the build- 
ing when the first shock came. All crowd- 
ed madly to the exits. Many persons were 
injured in the struggle, but none fatally. 

During the panic in Trieste a frightened 
horse ran down a crowded street, in-« 
jur.ng twenty persons seriously and knock- 
ing ‘down fifty or sixty. The harbor was 
agitated as if by a storm and several boats 
carrying persons to the shipping were 
capsized. Six persons were drowned.

The Clocks Stepped. 

Vienna, April 15.—Al!l the clocks in the 
city stepped at 11:20 o’clock this morning. 
Persons arriving at the railroad stations 
report death and damage to property in 
many towns bes‘de those already mention- 
ed. They say that’ along the railroad lines 
they Saw thousands camping in the flelds. 
The trains were rocked by the shocks. 
Some say that the rolling motion was a3 
noticeable as on a ship at sea. 

They Left Venice. 

Rome, April 15.—At .the first shock in 
Venice the guests flied from hotels to the 
public squares and the inhabitants deserted 
their homes and took refuge in available 
open places, Many guests, together with a 
large number of residents, left the city 
this morning, fearing a recurrence of the 
shocks. 


MADE THEM IN PRISON. 
Coin 


Counterfeited on 


Blackwell Island. 

New York, April 15.—For the past three 
months or so the stores in Harlem have 
been flooded with counterfeit dimes, quar- 
ters and half dollars. The secret service 
squad has been trying to ferret out the 
gang distributing the bogus coin. They be- 
lieve they have now -got to the bottom of 
the mystery. John Houghton was serving 
a sentence of five months for assault in 
the Blackwell’s island penitentiary. His 
time expired Saturday. While in prison he 
worked in the blacksmith shop. A week 
ago Warden Pillsbury found counterfeit 
ten-cent pieces in the washroom of the 
prison. He questioned the guards and prfs- 
oners, but could get no information in re= 
gard to the matter. A quiet search of the 
cells was made. In Houghton’s cell was 
found a counterfeiter’s outfit and over a 
hundred dollars in bogus dimes, quarters 
and haif dollars. 

The warden notified Chief Detective 
Baggs, of the United States secret service, 
and .Houghton was summoned into the 
warden’s private room and confronted with 
the outfit, which had not been previously 
disturbed. The prisoner denied any knowl- 
edge of the matter and remained mute until 
Saturday afternoon last, when, as he was 
about to leave the prison on a discharge, 
he was rearrested by Baggs. He then 
broke down and made a confession. He 
said that at the suggestion of another pris- 
oner, whose name could not be learned last 
night, he entered into the scheme. They 
scured some plaster of paris from one of 
the prison departments and borrowing some 
new coins from fellow prisoners they used 
them to make impressions. Houghton had 
no difficulty in obtaining all the lead he 
wanted and working it in the blacksmith 
shop. It is claimed that between $500 and 
$1,000 was made by the two men within six 
weeks. The man accused by Houghton is 
under. a sentence of nine months, Ie also 
was sent up for assault. His time will ex- 
pire on the 28th of this month. He denies 
all complicity in Houghton’s crime. It is

HIS TRIP A MOST SUCCESSFUL ONE 


He Bas Mot with the Greatest En :ourage- 
ment and Will Have Muea To 
Show for His Work. 


“The last arrjval at the Aragon last night 
was Colonel I. W. Avery, exposition com- 
missioner to the South American states, 
who came in on a late train from Wash- 
ington. 

Today Colonel Avery will be in confer- 
ence with President Collier and the ex- 
position officials, reporting on his trip and 
preparing for the additional work that has 
been laid gut for him. Tomorrow he will 
leave Atlanta for the City of Mexico. From 
there he will go on to Venezuela. 

So successful has been his work in South 
America that it has been arranged for him 
to go to Mexico. The exposition people be- 
lieve that it will be to the interest of the 
‘great enterprise for Colonel Avery to spend 
some time in the City of Mexico, for they’ 
feel that there is still a chance of securing 
from the Mexican government an appro- 
priation for a display of the resources of 
the land over which President Diaz rules. 

The South American States. 

“YT could spend all night telling of my 
trip and of the people and the customs of 
the countries that I have visited,’ said 
Colonel Avery last night. “The Constitu- 
tion has kept the people informed’ pretty 
fully concerning my tour and the work 
that has been accomplished, but a few 
words about that may be of interest. I 
went first to Brazil and laid the exposition 
before both the old and the new govern- 
ments and on all sides met with encour- 
agement. I ieft the matter there in the 
hands of Minister Thompson. 

“From there I went to the Argentine Re- 
public. There, fortunately, I found the 
congress in session. Wholly against the 
belief of all the Americans there I succeed- 
ed in carrying the exposition bill through 
congress. Nobody thought I could do any- 
thing at all, and I did have a backset at 


first. The bill was in the hands of the 
minister of foreign affairs, an old gentle- 
man whose speech was indistinct and when 
he made his talk the proposition to make 
@n appropriation was voted down. That 
Was a pretty bad backset, but I lost no 
time in repairing the harm done. To add 
to the complications the political affairs of 
the country were in a state of turmoil. But 
finally, I got all elements favorable, and 
in two weeks had secured favorable action 
by the house of deputies. Then I had to 
wait a month before the matter could be 
brought to a conclusion before the senate, 
and that, too, with all the elements pledged 
to its support. The bill carried an appro- 
priation of $25,000, and I am confident that 
the display made will be an interesting 
and valuable one. 
Across the Andes. 

“From there I went across the Andes to 
Chile. There I found the same state of 
unbelief on the part of the Americans as 
to our ability to secure an appropriation for 
an exhibit, but in thirteen days the bill 

' had passed congress. It carried an appro- 
Priation of $10,000, and will be increased 
should that be considered necessary in or- 
“der to have the right kind of an exhibit. 
They were all greatly enthused over the 
idea of an adequate exhibit of the resourc- 
es of the country.’”’ 

“And after Chile?’ 

“After Chile it was my intention to go 
back across the Andes and on to Uruguay, 
but I was compelled to change my plans 
On account of the quarantine against Ar- 
gentina. These quarantines are horrible 
things. They are quarantines for revenue, 
and while the minimum length is fixed at 
eight days, they may be continued indefi- 
nitely. The people are crowded together 
on a small island where each one is com- 
pelled to pay $2 a day for accommodations 
they do not get. Well, to avoid that I 
took a steamer trip of ten days through 
the straits of Magellan to Montevideo. 
There I found that a reciprocal arrange- 
ment could be made, they sending a display 
here if we could have a display eent by the 
manufacturers of this country to their ex- 
position. I think this can be easily ar- 
ranged; the manufacturers who sent a dis- 
play of machinery and wares to the Chile 
exposition just concluded can douhtless 
be induced to send a similar exhibit to 
Uruguay. It will pay them to do it. If 
we can get that arranged, the government 
will send an exhibit to Atlanta. 

. Paraguay Is Interested. 

“I did not go to Paraguay because I 
found it was not necessary. The trip would 
have consumed a month and I could have 
done nothing that I had not already done; 
for in Buenos Ayres I had spent some time 
with Signor Victor Valesquez, the minister 
of foreign affairs of Paraguay, and had 
enlisted his active aid. Paraguay is a 
“purely agricultural country. It sent an 
exhibit to Chicago a'nd after the fair 
turned it over to some Chicago society. | 
Signor Velasquez has promised to see that, 
if possibile, that exhibit is sent to Atlanta, 
to be added to from Paraguay. The mat- 
ter is in his hands and I am sure it could 
not be in the hands of a better man,

It Was Reported at Mobile That a 
Posse Shot Him. 


Mobile, Ala,” April 15.—(Special.)—‘Rail- 
road Bill,”’ a notorious negro, who is want- 
ed on several charges of murder and for 


holding up Louisville and Nashville freight: 


trains between Mobile and Montgomery, 
was located today, ‘traveling from Bay 
Minette to Mount Vernon. Posses were 
organized immediately and the trail was 
taken. 

Tonight, seven men, under. command of 
Detective Watta, of Montgomery, reached 
Mobile by way of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville road, and left immediately on a Mobile 
and Birmingham train for Mount Vernon, 
twenty-nine miles north of Mobile. 

The men ‘were armed with Winchesters, 
revolvers and countless rounds of ammuni- 
tion and were prepared for a desperate 
fight. At 1 o’clock this morning a report 
reached here that Bill had been surround- 
ed in a house near the river and a battle 
followed, resulting in the death of the 
negro. Bill had killed the marshal of 
Bluff Springs, Fla,, and three citizens of 
Bay Minette, Ala, 

His. depredations on the property of the 
Louisville and Nashville road will amount 
to several thousand dollars. There is a 
reward of $500 for Bill dead or alive, $350 
being offered by the railroad and $150 by 
the state. 

His death is a great relief as train crews 
were in great danger and trains were liable 
to be wrecked by him at any moment,

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FANDANGO WON THE DERBY. 


A Great Race on the Track at Mem- 
phis Yesterday. 

Memphis, Tenn., April 15.—The most im- 
portant turf event of the south, and the 
first important race of the season in the 
country, was decided on the course of the 
new Memphis Jockey Club this afternoon 
when Mr. Orth’s bay gelding Fandango 
galloped in an easy winner by three lengths 
in the Tennessee derby, worth $4,656. Six 
hours before the flag Fandango was not 
Seriously regarded as a good. thing. In 
fact the race was considered an open one 
and while there were no entries whose 
forms or records would entitle them to 
much favor, all were fair animals with a 
show to capture the rich prize. All were 
more or less supported by the public. 

Fandango had been trained Specially for 
this race at Louisville and was shipped 
here for this one event, arriving yester- 
day. Willie Martin accompanied the horse 
from Louisville and had the mount. When 
the books opened the local talent could 
See nothing in the race but G. B. Morris, 
and his odds were soon forced down two to 
one. Bennett’s entry, Gath, and Wells 
Street, of the Ruddy Bros.’ string, were 
also well played from three to four to one, 

When the horses moved toward the post 
three to one was passed on Fandango, 
but at that rmeoment the Kentucky con- 
tingent entered the betting ring, and in 
three minutes the Kentucky trained nag 
had been backed off the boards, the 
well lined sports from the bluegrass region 
crying in vain’for takers. At the same 
time the odds on G. B. Morris, Gath, 
Wells Street and Ringmaster went up. 

The start was splendid. The horses got 
away on the first break with Prince in the 
lead, a head in front of Wells Street, who 
was the same distance in front of G. B. 
Morris. Fandango was in the rear, though 
not far. At the quarter Gath had forged 
three lengths ahead, Prince dropping to 
the rear, where he remained, Fandango 
had climbed to the third place at a swing- 
ing gallop with Gath second. 

At the three-quarters, Fandango had 
taken the lead, Gath second and G. B. 
Morris third. Fandango was hotly pressed 
here, having a lead of only a neck. But 
he pulled out and entered the stretch two 
lengths ahead, which he increased to five 
at once. The drive in the stretch was be- 
tween Jovial and G. B. Morris for the 
place, but Bergen outrode Chorn and land- 
ed Corrigan’s horse. winner by a head. 
The time, 1:59, is the best ever made in 
a derby on this track though it lacks four 
seconds of the track record. 

In the opening of the day, Sister Mary 
broke the track record by half a second, 
covering the distance in 1:15%. Rey el 
Santa Anita won. the last race in a gal- 
lop. 

The weather was magnificent and there 
was the largest attendance known on the 
track, the management having given over 
the old custom of making the center 
field free on derby day. The crowd num- 
bered about ten thousand.

in the Litigation Which Has Long 
Engulfed the Com Any. 


Macon, Ga., April 15.—@pecial.)—Presi- 
dent John R. Young, of thg Atlantic Short 
Line, arrived from Savarhah this morn- 
ing, uccompanied by Attorney Walter G. 
Chariton and qualified ag temporary re- 
ceiver of the Atlantic Short Line. Mr. 
Young was appointed Saturday night by 
Judge Speer on a bill M equity filed by 
Mr. Marion Erwin in the United States 
court as attorney for the Central National 
bank of New York. The suit is for fore- 
closure of a first lien on its property 
amounting to $50,000. 

The filing of the bill and the appoint- 
ment of Colonel Young as receiver were 
mentioned in today’s Constitution, but 
the causes leading up to the foreclosure 
have not been fully published. When the 
Macon and Atlantic road was put up at 
public saie in this city about two years 
ago it was bought by Colonel John IR. 
Young and .others for $510,000. The ma- 
jority of this money was represented by 
the claims of creditors, who agreed to 
take stock in. the reorganized company 
in settlement of their claims. But a cere 
tain amount of cash money had to be 
Paid anil about $50,000 was borrowed from 
the Central National bank of New York 
and a first lien was given to the bank on 
the property. At a recent meeting of the 
cadirectors of the Atlantic Short Line, held 
in Savannah, President Young reported 
that he had been unable to secure the 
consent of all the stockholders to the 
sale ot the properties of the Mlinois and 
Georgia Improvement Company, about 10 
per cent of the stockholders refusing to 
Sign. He report:'d further that the Illi- 
hnois and Georgia Improvement Company, 
the concern that agreed to buy the At- 
lantic Short Line at $250,000, proposed to 
take 90 per cenit of the stock provided the 
Atlantic Short Line Company would allow 
them to withhold an amount of the pur- 
chase consideration equal to the par value 
of the non-consenting stock, or to indemni- 
fy them against loss by reason of the re- 
fusal of the non-consenting stockholders to 
Sign. This Mr. Young declined and pro- 
posed instead the delivery of the stock 
assigned and the “withholding by the pur-

The Northeastern Railroad Goes to 
the Block. 


GOVERNOR ATKINSON IS IN ATHENS 


Both the Southern and the Eeaboard Are 
Supposed To Be Probable Bidders 
tor the Property. 


Athens, Ga., April 15.—(Special.)—The 
Northeastern railway will be sold tomor- 
row at 12 o'clock at the depot of the rail- 
road in this city. Sheriff John W. Wier, 
of this county, will knock it down to the 
highest bidder. 

Governor Atkinson is here representing 
the state, which is indorser on _ $260,000 
bonds of the railroad, and with him are 
Attorney General Terrell and Mr. Frank 
Kk. Calloway, private secretary to the gav- 
ernor. There will in all probability be two 
bidders, the Southern and the Seaboard. 
The Southern will want the road to Keep 
up competition in Athens, while the Sea- 
board might want it to shut off competi- 
tion by the Southern. 

The Seaboard people are anxious to get 
the Northeastern, which will put them 
within fifty miles of Pickens county and 
the marble quarries. If they can buy the 
Northeastern at about $7,000 per mile they 
would then bond the road at about $15,000 
per mile and build in on to Pickens coun. 
ty. They have the assurance of the marble 
men that they will help when the time 
comes. One thing is quite certain, and 
that is that the state does not want to 
hold the road unless it is absolutely nec- 
essary to do so. Governor Atkinson will 
not state to what figures he will bid up 
the road for the state, but it is believed 
that the state would part with the road on 
anything lke reasonable terms that would 
let it out of the indorsement on the bonds. 

Governor Atkinson, Attorney ‘teneral 
Terrell and Mr. Calloway arrived here to- 
night at seven o’clock. The Commercial 
Club of Athens took them in hand.

RAILWAY EMPLOYES 


Are Quietly Organizing for Motual Pro 
tection of Labor. 


SOME SOLID ORGANIZATIONS FORMED 


It Is Known That the American Railway 
Union Is Gaining Strength—Other 
News of.the Railways. 


If signs count for aught the American 
Railway Union is making efforts to have 
the railroad men or the south organized un- 
der the banner of that order. 

From the best information that can be 
received, emissaries have lately been sent 
by this organization of labor into this ter- 
ritory to plant the doctrines of the order 
among the labor centers of the southern 
States and to prepare the way for firmer 
organization of the laboring classes. 

It is said that within the past sixty 
days the various labor organizations of 
this region have been visited by representa- 
tives frorn the labor unions of the north 
and northwest, and the prediction is made 
Clear that the next few months will find 
far greater activity among the wage earn- 
ers of southern lines than was ever experi- 
enced before. 

For some reason it seems that there is a 
lingering dissatisfaction among the labor- 
ing classes at the result of the recent set- 
tlement of differences among the employes 
of the Southern, and that the American 
Railway Union, which was so prominent 
in the big strike at Chicago last year, 
has sent representatives into all the terri- 
tory of the Southern Railway Company to 
get the:men more strongly united for the 
mutual protection of labor against capital. 
it is stated upon good and reliable au- 
thority that these reorganizations partake 
of a general nature, and that conductors, 
engineers, brakemen,; switchmen, trainmen, 
firemen and all classes of railway laborers, 
are being banded together into compact 
arq@ociations for the protection of each 
other. 

Just to what extent the movement has 
found favor among the employes of this 
great system from place to place through- 
out its vast territory cannot be learned, 
but indications seem to lead to the conclu- 
sion that trere is a colossal union of rail- 
way employes being formed behind all the 
varied organizations of engineers, conduct- 
ors, firemen, ete. 

It is estimated by prominent labor leaders 
that the union will be so complete as to 
Jead all the employes of every line into de- 
termined action Whenever the time comes 
for such action, and it is further given 
out that every other labor organization in 
the south will be ready to co-operate with 
the railway employes in their movement 
whenever they see fit to make it. 

There seems to be no dissatisfaction. 

They are getting ready for something in 
the future, they claim; for the protection 
of labor against the encroachments and 
aggressions of capital. To what extent this 
organization will work there can be no cal- 
culation by any man outside the association 
or union. 

Another movement on foot outside of the 
labor organizations is an effort that is be- 
ing made by men who, as the result of 
hard times and the burden of taxation, are 
clamoring for the taxation of railroad 
property according to the bonded indebted- 
ness of the roads, and it is talked that in 
the approaching session of the legislature 
this fall there will be a strong effort to 
have the railroad property in Georgia as- 
sessed according to the value of its bonded 
indebtedness, 

The men who are behind this movement 
insist that many of the evils of railroad 
transportation come from overissuing of 
bonds. 

‘“‘We propose to use this power of taxatian 
for two purposes; first, to prevent corpora- 
tions engaged in railroad business from 
making an ove-vissue of bonds and an over- 
estimate of the value of the road, and re- 
duce them to the minimum, which we can 
do by levying taxes on, what the owners 
say it is worth for issuing bonds. 

“The question will probably come before 
the next legislaturé in a shape that has 
never been presented before in Georgia, 
and it is getting headway among men who 
are thinking on the financial question.” 


AGAINST THE CENTRAL, 


The Central Trust Company of Nevw 
York Files a Cross Bill. 
Savannah, Ga., April 15.—The Central 
Trust Company, of New _ York, through 
Judge Henry B. Tompkins as attorney, 
has filed a cross bill in the United States 
court here to secure a decree of foreclosure 
against the Central Railroad and Banking 
Company under the consolidated mortgage 
of $13,000,090, for which the Central Trust 
Company is trustee. Of these bonds %5,000,- 
000 originally intended to redeem the tri- 
partite bonds are with the Central Trust 
Company and $8,000,000 are deposited as se- 
curity for the floating debt. The bill al- 
leges defaults on the interest amounting 

to $1,200,000. , 

The object of securing this ‘decree of 
foreclosure is said to be to bring about 
a sale of the property for the purpose of 
reorganization on account of the fact that 
the decree of foreclosure on the tri-partite 
mortgage is now hung up in the United 
States supreme court on an appeal by the 
Southwestern Railroad Company. 


ADVANCED $1,200 IN AN JOUR, 


Mr. Henry Potts Has Purchased the 
Dickson-McCaslan Property. 

Mr. Henry Potts yesterday purchared the 
Dickson-McCaslan Peachtree property for 
$26,000 and in less than one hour after the 
trade was closed he was oifered an ad- 
vance of $1,200, which he promptly refused.

Dear Sir—I have your letter of the 
lith instant and the inclosed specimen 
The insect which you send is the giant 
water bug or electric light bug (benacus 
griseus). This insect is aquatic in its 
early stages and feeds upon other water 
insects and wpon small fish, Upon reach- 
ing full growth and obtaining wings it 
flies great distances and “is readily at- 
tracted’ by electric lights, hence the popu- 
lar hame, ‘electric light bug.” It is harm- 
less, except that it kills young food fishes, 
but if incautiously handled it is capable of 
inflicting a wound upon the person with its.

The cry for an answer to the incon- 
trovertible arguments in favor of a re- 
turn to bDimetallism has reached the 
white house, and the voice of the presi- 
dent becomes part of the loud clamor 
of those who, lost in the wilderuess of 
despair, are erying for a helping hand 
to get them out. 

“What is pow more needed than any- 
thing else.” says the president in his 
Chicago letter, “is a plain and simple 
presentation of the arguments in favor 
of sound money.” 

By “sound money” 
monometatlism, though the use 0 
pression is shunned by the advocates of 
the gold standard. 

This is the same cry that went from 
the mouth of Buchanan to Morton, and 
which was sent from Morton to tlhe 
New York Reform Club with the de- 
mand that something must be done to 
meet the arguments of “Coin’s [Finan- 
cial School.”

Gold monometallism is the unavoidable 
destiny of this country; the sooner we rec-

—the longer’wiil our industries be hampered 
and all our business deranged by financial 
unrest and commercial apprehension.

.-The president's letter is a remarkable 
document—remarkable for its  over- 
abundance of platitudes and lack of ar- 
gument.

A Paper Standard. 

Mr. Clevelaud’s platitudinous predic- 
tions of chaos, confusion and other ter- 
rible things that will be the result of 
what he calls “silver monometallism” 
fall humorously on the ears of those 
who remember the prosperity that the 
country enjoyed under the era of “the 
paper standard,” when greenbacks were 
irredeemable and when both gold and 
silver commanded a premium—silver a 
little larger premium than gold. 

The period from 1865 to 1879, taken as 
& whole, was a scetod of abounding 
prosperity. In 1873 there was a panic 
brought about by the sudden fall in sil- 
ver that occurred when the demonetiza- 
tion act was passed, but, bad as that 
panic was, the people were not reduced 
to such straits of distress and poverty 
as they have been during the past two 
years under tbe single gold standard. 

During that period the irredeemable 
greenback was the standard and meas- 
ure of value, and the people prospered 
as they have not prospered since. But 
during all that time the banks, the 
money sharks and the Wall street usur- 
ers were arranging their plans and de- 
veloping their programme to make fhe 
unit of account more valuable, 

The first part of that plan was the de- 
monetization of silver. This scheme 
was slipped through congress surrepti- 
tiously. The result was the panie of 
that year, caused by the sudden shrink- 
age in values. 

The next step was the resumption of 
specie payments, the evil effects of 
Which were greatly moditied by the op- 
eration of the Bland-Allison act. The 
democratic party, then as now the party 
of the peopte, resisted the resumption 
of specie payments by its influence and 
by its votes in congress. But the demo- 
cratic party was handicapped by the 
sectional attacks that were made on the 
south by the northern and eastern 
agents of the money sharks. In this 
Way the issue at stake was beclouded, 
and the people of the west who held the 
bulince of power were deceived. De- 
luded by the republican leaders, they 
voted that party into power and thus 
helped ta aid the resumption of specie 
payments at a time when that measure 
was latended to rob them for the bene- 
fit cf the money changers. 

The people have been deceived, but 
from all the symptoms we do not think 
they can be deceived any further by 
these who are interested in robbing 
them, Even Mr. Cleveland's ponderous 
platitudes will fall flat and have no ef- 
fect whatever.

Business Improvement, 

The leading capitalists, merchants and 
munufacturers in New York were inter- 
Viewed last week by The World, and 
Without exception they reported = a 
healthy revival of business *’and  pre- 
dicted a steady advance, better prices 
and a stronger demand for money. By 
next fall, they say, conditions will in- 
augurate a period of continuous pros- 
perity. 

The dry goods business has improved, 
With better prices and collections; the 
railroad outlook is brighter, and the in- 
dications point to a decided inerease of 
business in the fall; exports of raw ma- 
terial and manufactured are in- 
creasing; the wholesale grocery trade 
is better than it has been for months; 
and the paper trade, an unerring barom- 
eter of business, is much better. 

Wages are advancing and there is an 
increased demand for labor. Everybody 
is hopeful, and the leading bankers say 
that the period of hard times is over. 
susiness is better in the south than in 
the Russell Sage shares the 
capitalists, but he 
feels that a word of advice will not be 
amiss. He says: 

In the meantime railroads. merchants and 
all sorts of business men should be careful 
not to let the spirit of competition lead 
them to a reckless cutting of rates and 
prices. Some of the merchants in New 
York whose stores I have recently visited 
have been selling their goods at figures 
much below the mark at which profit is 
possible. Railroad freight rates in some in- 
stances have been cut down to a point 
at which it is actually impossible to pay 
operating expenses, let alone the interest on 
Obligations and dividends. 

These things are unwise and if continued 
too long would lead to still further decien- 
sion of values and stagnation of business, 
but I believe the present upward tendency 
will check all this and that prices of goods, 
rates of freight and wages of working peo- 
ple will all go up in the autumn, It must 
not be forgotten, however, that this is an 
era of great competition, and whoever wish- 
es to progress or even keep afloat must 
keep up with the times. He must avail 
himself of ail the latest improvements in 
his line; he must look after all the econ- 
omies and he must have the best ma- 


chinery.

A Negro Symposiurna. 

T. Thomas Fortune has sent out a cir- 
cular letter to leading negroes in every 
southern state, asking their views in re- 
gard to emigration and certain other 
matters. 

The réplies are very interesting. From 
the District of Columbia it is reported 
that the blacks are prospering. They 
own $11,000,000 worth of property and 
do not want to emigrate. 

In Virginia the blacks own $1,300,000 
worth of property. They complain of 
discrimination, but do not want to go to 
Africa. 

In West Virginia there is antagonism 
between the races in all occupations ex- 
cept that of agriculture. The colored | 


people own about $1,000,000 worth of | 


peoperty. They want to live and die | 
where they are. | 

North Carolina reports no antagonism 
| between white and black laborers. The 
' blacks are unwilling to leave the state. 
They are now worth $12,000,000. 

In South Carolina the blacks have ac- 
cumulated $15,000,000 worth of proper- 
ty. There is no more antagonism be- 
tween the races than has existed for 
years, Very few negroes want to go to 
Africa. 

In Florida there is very little white la- 
bor. Northern employers are more given 
to discrimination in favor of white help 
than the southern whites. There is a 
growing sentiment in favor of emigra- 
tion to Africa. No estimate is given of 
the wealth of the blacks. 

Not more than 2 per cent of the Ala- 
bama negroes are willing to go to 
Africa. There is no antagonism between 
white and colored labor, but northern 
employers discriminate in favor of the 
former. The wealth of the blacks is 
not estimated. 

The Mississippi blacks complain of 
hard times. Many would like to go to 
Africa No _ statistics are furnished 
showing the amount of property owned 
by the negroes,

Here are the insurance companies doing 
business in Geergio that have made invest.

The facts are furnished by Comptroller 
General Wright and are given, as will be 
remembered, in repsonse to a request of 
Governor Atkinscp. 

Many of the companies, both life and fire, 
doing business in this state do not invest 
in» Georgia bonds and Georgia securities. 
Of the fire companies, all are required to 
make a deposit with the treasurer of $25,000, 
in either United States bonds or Georgia 
bonds. Many make this deposit in Geore 
gia bonds, probably because they can ob- 
tain these bonds at a less cost than they 
can the bonds of the United States; so this 
purchase cannot be Properly classed as in= 
vestment. Twenty-nine companies hold 
bonds in this way. 

Of all the companies doing business in 
the state not one is prohibited by charter 
from making investments in Georgia securi« 
ties ar real estate. 

The Investments Are Good. 

Those companies that do invest here are 
apparently well satisfied with the invest- 
ment. 

This is shown by the fact that they have 
placed a good proportion of their invest 
ments here. 

Of the life companies, the New York Life 
leads in the amount invested, having $1,416,- 
666 in the bonds of Georgia railroads, and 
$607,000 in loans on Georgia real estate. 

The Mutual, of New York, has $1,778,131 in 
state, omer and city bonds, and $103,550 in 
loans. 

The Equitable Life has $1,250,000 loaned on 
Georgia real estate. 

Other life companies that lend money 
this way are: Manhattan, $30,000 in loans; 
Maryland, $78,000 in loans; Mutual, of Louise 
Ville, $55,180 in loans; Penn Mutual, $134,800

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Prominent Business Men Talk of Mr, 
Inman's Silver Interview. 


RECEIMES THEIR THOROUGH APPROVAL 


Mr. W. L. Peel Gives His Views in a 
Straight‘orward Fashion—Mr. Og- 
lesby and Others Interviewed. 


The interview of Mr. S, M. Inman, head 
of the great cotton house and one of the 
south's ablest financiers, regarding the 
wants of the farmers concerning silver, was 
read with interest and the most enthusi- 
astic of favorable comments passed upon it. 

This interview was the general topic of 
conversation among the bankers and busi- 
hess men cf the city, dividing interest 
with the Cleveland letter. 

In this interview Mr. [Inman is quoted as 
saying regarding silver: 

“Even if silver was like the silver of 
Mexico, worth only one-half as much as 
gold, the present crop of cotton would 
have sold for $250,000,000 more of these dol- 
Jars than it has.’’ 
| Mr. Inman Stated that the farmers of the 
south wanted more silver, and in saying 
what he did, he was expressing the views 
of the men upon whose prosperity rested 
the prosperity of the south. 

Always Contracted Currencey Here. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby stands stanch for the 
coinage of silver with certain restrictions 
which are entirely compatible with the 
principles of the great financial fight as 
promulgated by the people’s wing of the 
democratic party. 

“I have not come in contact with the 
farmers as has Mr. Inman,” said Mr. 
Oglesby, “but if that is their desire they 
certainly should be the best and first peo- 
ple to see it. I believe it is one of their 
needs as the currency is too contracted in 
the seuth. ‘ 

“The truth of the matter is that there 
has been nothing but a contracted currency 
in the south. The money has been in the 
east and is there _ yet. The south 


and the west are partners in the shortage. 


of currency. There is virtually an infla- 
tion of the currency in the north at pres- 
ent. I believe that the farmers and the 
rest of us—I am—are willing to give silvera 
trial, with certain restrictions, even at a 
risk of a debased currency and an infla- 
tion of the currency. An inflation would 
do some good, I am sure, and would be a 
new experience.”’ 

Mr. W. L. Peel's 

Mr. W. L. Peel, vice preident of the 
Maddox-Rucker Banking Company, is a 
financier of strong and independent views. 
He has observed the situation with a criti- 
cal eye and has not observed an effect 
without investigating the cause. He is 
conservative in his views always, but is 
nevertheless very strong in them. He was 
asked yesterday what he thought of the 
intervieey of Mr. S. M. Inman regarding 
the wants of the farmers and the need for 
less contraction of currency and an opening 
of the mints to silver. 

“‘In his views,’’ said Mr. Peel, ‘“‘Mr. In- 
man says: ‘Il am not discussing my per- 
sonal views, but simply give you, as far 
as I can judge, the sentiments of the men 
upon whose prosperity rests the prosperity 
of the south.’ In the iace of that entire 
statement I am inclined to believe that Mr. 
Inman does not mean that he is discussing 
views not his own, ‘but that he is discuss- 
ing views which embrace the cpinions and 
needs of millions. 

“I agree with him. I have watched the 
cotten market very closely for a number 
of years, and 1 have observed the evident 
relationship between cotton and _ silver. 
I do not attempt to account for it or to 
enter into an explanation of it, but it is 
nevertheless true that when the bullion 
Silver is quoted at an advance there is a 
rise in cotton. This is always the case. 
Now as to silver specifically 1 do not 
care to say anycuing at length. For ages 
silver and gold have been used as money. 
It is one of the principal functions of both 
metals. It is also true, I believe, that 
the ratio haS varied but little in that time. 
When silver was demonetized its value 
fell. As a simple illustration: If there 
Should be a law enacted that’*’wheat was 
no longer to be made into flour, it is hard- 
ly possible that the demand would be 
great or that the price would remain the 
same. In fact, it would be useless. See- 
ing the condition of the pcople, there 
would be another law permitting that one- 
half of the wheat raised might be made 
into flour. It follows, as a matter of course, 
that the price of wheat would advance ac- 
cordingly. With a mandate that all wheat 
might be used for flour if so desired, is it 
not just as likely that the price would :d- 
vance stif] further. Silver was deprived of 
its principal function when it was demone- 
tized, and it was partially restored by the 
Sherman act. A later lesson is the closing 
of the mints in India against the coinuge 
of silver. The effect of this ‘nove in that 
far off country was strongly ncticeable, 
silver falling off a number of cents. 

“The currency per capita ‘s not to be 
compared to what it was. The contracted 
currency has worked a hardship and sil- 
ver is looked to by the farmers to enlarge 
the circulation. I believe that they would 
not object to inflation.”’ 

President Stewart Woodson. 

Mr. Stewart Woodson, the president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, has just return- 
ed from a business trip to New York. He 
believes with Mr. Inman that what the far- 
mers want is a more expansive currency. 

“T have read the interview with Mr. In- 
man published in Sunday’s paper,’ said 
he, “‘fand I endorse every word of it. It 
is a clear, logical and comprehensive view 
of the feeling among the farmers in the 
south and is by far the best thing I have 
yet read on the subject. The prosperity

York Mr. Woodson stated that he was 
never more favorably !mpressed with. the 
business outlook. The mercoants of New 
York city were in good spirits and confi- 
dence in the general result of the year's 
business was strongly felt in all the finan- 
cial centers of the metropolis. 

We Need More Silver. 

“T have given the matter some thought,” 
said Mr. D. M. Bain, “and I am satisfied 
that the prosperity of the south, as well as 
the true interests of the farming classes 
of this section, depends upon the line of 
policy mapped out in the interview with 
Mr. Inman. If I had no views of my own 
on this subject I could rely implicitly on 
the wisdom of Mr. Inman, in expressing 
his views as to what is best for the far- 
mers of the south. His opportunities for 
observation are numerous and the nature 
of his business is such as to make it nec- 
essary for him to observe and study the 
farming interests of the south. I have al- 
ways been a strong advocate of silver and 
I believe we cught to have a plenty of it.” 

Colonel George W. Adair. 


Colonel George W. Adair is a man of 
strong convictions. He takes a practical, 
business-like view of all public questions. 
and his views are treated as those of a 
man who knows what he is talking about. 

‘‘Mr. Inman has expressed my views. ex-. 
actly. It would be foolish for me to add 
anything to what he has expressed so well 
and I shall not undertake to do jt. I have 
read the interview and believe that Mr. 
Inman is perfectly orthodox and sound 
in all the positions taken by him. If I 
had it in my power I would put a copy of 
‘Coin’s Financial School’ in the hands of 
every business man and farmer in this 
country. It has cleared my mind won- 
derfully. The book answers a number of 
questions that have puzzled the brain of 
the best thinkers in the south and does 
it in such a way as to make it beyond all 
question the best book of its kind I have 
ever read.”’ 

President Cleveland's Letter. 

The. letter of President Cleveland, in 
which he unqualifiedly throws off the bi- 
metallic mask and comes out for a policy 
of “gold or bust’ was generally discussed 
yesterday.

J. H. Porter, of the Merchants’ bank, who 
Said: 

“IT am against Mr. Cleveland in this con- 
test. I am now for silver. These fellows 
have had us tied up long enough, and it 
is time now that something was done. We 
cannot submit to a repetition of the busi- 
ness methods of the last three years. We 
must have a change, and I fully sympa- 
thize with the business men of the country 
who want relief from he influences 
crowding down enterprise of late. Yes, I 
am for silver now, and opposed to the poli- 
cies by which President Cleveland would 
accentuate the condition now existing.” 
belonging to that class of financiers who 
but seldom turn aside from business to pay 
attention to matters of political discussion. 
Naturally his associations led him with 
other bankers, but of late he has been 
studying the current issues and the result 
is the above declaration of principles. 

President Venable, of the Georgia 
senate, also has decided views, which 
does not hesitate to express.

TO THE ISSUE OF A GOOD ROUND SUM 


The Report of the Finance Committee Calls 
for $100,000, but the Council 
Made It $150,000. 


— 


Instead of issuing $100,000 of bonds At- 
lanta will issue - $150,000 of bonds, if the 
taxpayers will so vote. 

That was the decree of the general coun- 
cil yesterday in regular session assembled, 
at which the only absentees were Mr. 
Hirsch and Mr. Colvin, both of the board 
of aldermen. 

The session was half over when the ree 
port of the finance committee was called 
for, a call to which Mr. Inman, chairman 
of the committee, responnded, presenting 
an ordinance calling for authority to issue 
the bonds. The ordinance, approved by 
the finance committee, caNed for the 
making of $100,000 of bonds bearing 4 per 
cent interest, payable thirty years after 
date. "The ordinance provided that the 
bonds might be sold at par, above par or 
below, as the conditions of the market 
might bring about. It also declared that 
there should be a special registration in 
the month of May for the qualification 
of voters for the election and that the 
usual requisites for voting should prevail. 
The bonds. by the terms of the ordinance 
are to be 100 in number and of the value 
of $1,000, the interest on the same to be 
paid in the months of January and July of 
each year. : 

“I would like,’ said Mr. Mayson, the 
junior member from the first, as the clerk 
concluded reading the ordinance, ‘‘to offer 
an amendment to the ordinance. I would 
like to have $25,000 added for crematories—”’ 

“IT have not interrupted the gentleman 
from the first,’’ said Mayor Pro Tem. 
Broyles. The paper must go upon its 
second reading before it can be considered 
the property of this body.’ 

The gentleman from the first then moved 
that the paper be placed on its second 
reading and the unanimous consent of the 
body was given in response to the roll 
call. 

‘‘Now, if I’m in order,” said Mr. Mayson, 
glancing at the mayor pro tem., who nod- 
Ged an assent, “I would like to make an 
amendment to that ordinance. To start 
with I want it understood that I am for 
the bonds for the school and the water 
mains, but at tne same time I want the 
city to carry out the promises it made a 
long time ago and build a crematory or 
two in some other section of the city than 
the eastern section, Where there is the 
only one. I desire to amend the ordinance 
by making the bonds $125,000. If the gen- 
eral council will amend the ordinance in 
that way I will almost vouch for the 
solid vote of the first and fifth wards for 
the bonds; whereas, if the crematories 
are not provided there is every reason to 
believe that the people. of that section of 
the city will go solialy against the bonds,” 

Thought It Would Be Fatal. 

“If this additional $25,000 is attached to 
the issue of the bonds,’’ said Mr. Howell, 
“it will kill the issue. The finance commit- 
tee has given this matter a careful and 
complete investigation and the result has 
been the ordinance. The members of the 
committee, after looking into the matter 
most diligently, are of the opinion that the 
$100,000 of bonds, devoted to the purpose in- 
dicated in the ordinance, is about all the 
taxpayers will stand and that is the reason 
the ordinance is drawn in the way it is. 
If the question goes to the people at it is 
I have no doubt about the result. The 
bonds will be voted. But almost any 
change will jeopardize the issue. I wouid 
like to see, if there is to be any chance, an 
issue of 3150,000, the $100,000 to go as indicat- 
ed and the additiona! $50,000 to be Civided 
between the crematories and the extension 
of sewers. The sewers demand the atten- 
tion of this body and if we can raise a 
dollar for them we should.dovit. When that 
crematory went out on the eastern side of 
the city I, in my place here, pledged my 
word that I would that the eastern 
part or another part of the city would have 
to accommodate the transit of garbage, 
and I ain going to carry out my promise, 
If we can get the crematories without this 
increase in the bends I am opposed to the 
increase. But if we have to increase the 
bonds for the crematories, then I say add 
enough to help out the sewers, I think like 
Mr. Mayson, that the bonds for the crema- 
tories will add the vote of the first and the 
fift1z wards,” 

“If the people of the city of Atlanta as 
a whole will go to work in a united manner 
for the bonds, there will be no question 
about the When the question was 
first suggested I. was for the $150,000 of 
bonds, that amount to be divided among 
the water mains, the crematories, the 
schools and the sewers. But when I saw 
that the committee would not report fa- 
vorably on that I took the next best thing, 
the $100,000 as reported by the finance com- 
mittee. Now, as I have said, if those who 
have pet schemes to subserve will throw 
them aside and get down to work for the 
bonds, be the amount 3150,000 or $100,009, 
they will carry. But if they continue di- 
vided then we will lose. I prorhise one 
thing and that is that there is no chance 
to lose these bonds if the right work is 
done and.the work is done right. I'm for 
the bonds and will work for them whether 
the figures be $100,000 or $159,000; but, at 
the same time I prefer the latter and want 
the money divided 30,000 for the schools, 
$60,000 for the water mains, $25,000 for the 
extension of the sewers and $25,000 for 
crematories.’’ 

Mr. Harralson Thought So, Too. 

‘“T am glad to have heard Mr. Howell’s 
talk,” said Mr. Harralson, “and I want 
to say right now that it the bonds are 
added for the crematories it will kill the is- 
sue. The people in the sixth and the fourth 
wards don’t want the crematories and they 
will vote against the bonds if they are led 
to believe that the bonds will produce 
crematories in that section of the city.”

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READY FOR THE PEN 


John Quarles, Sr., and David Butler Will 
Hear Their Fate This Morning. 


FROM JUDGE NEWMAN ON THE BENCH 


Colorel Glenn Will Take the Murder 
Brauch of the Case to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


John Quarles, Sr., and David Butler, the 
two prisoners recently convicted in the 
United States court of conspiracy against 
the United States in an effort to hang 
Henry Worley, will -be sentenced by Judge 
Newman this morning. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn, attorney for the 
defendants, who made such a brilliant fight 
in their behalf last week, appeared in 
the United States court yesterday morning 
and matie a formal motion for arrest of 
judgment. 

Colonel Glenn also announced his in- 
tention to the court of taking the murder 
branch of the Worley case to the supreme 
court of the United States. 

From the outset Colonel Glenn has in. 
sisted, with numerous legal citations at 
his back, that the federal court has no 


jurisdiction to try the men imprisoned for 


the murder and hanging of Henry Worley. 
On this issue he has made one of the 
Strongest legal fights that has ever been 
witnessed in the federal court. He has 
brought his Knowledge of the law and the 
zeal of a long and laborous investigation 
to bear upon the proposition and the fight 
he has made has been a brilliant one from 
start to finish. 

He now proposes to give battle to the 
prosecution in the highest judicial forum 
of the nation and as soon as he can make 
the necessary arrangements he will go to 
Washington city. 

The case is one of national importance 
and contdins a legal principle that Colone] 
Glenn is not willing to surrender until his 
appeal is heard before a full bench of the 
supreme court of the United States. 

Yesterday morning a brief conference 
was held by the attorneys interested in 
the trial of the whitecappers in the judge’s 


Messrs. W. C. Glenn, W. M. 
Bray, T. F. Grier and J. E. Robinson 
were all present. District Attorney Joe 
James was also taken into consultation. 

As the result of this conference Colonel) 
Glenn entered the courtroom a few mine 
utes after 10 o’clock and made his formal 
motion in arrest of judgment. He fure 
ther stated that he would file a demurres 
to the murder branch of the case and ag 
soon as the judge should overrule it he 
would formally make application for a 
writ of habeas corpus. He would alse 
take out a writ of habeas corpus in the 
killing branch of the case. 

Colonel Glenn stated that just as soos 
as he could get away he would leave for 
Washington and would hold a conference 
with the attorney general of the United 
States. He would present the matter te 
him in the form of a petition and consult 
with him in regard to a full hearing from 
the supreme bench.

Collector Trammell Had His 
Full Yesterday. 

Yesterday was the last day for making 
returns to the collector of internal revenue 
and the men of big incomes flocked to the 
office of Collector Trammell in the federal] 
building. 

Several men were kept busy in the office 
receiving the returns. By every mail pack- 
ages were received from distant parts of 
the state, pouring the wealth of Georgia’s 
substantial citizenship, in round figures, 
upon the collector’s desk. 

Nearly a thousand returns were made 


yesterday. 

By reason of the strict secresy undef 
which the collector of internal revenue is 
held by the government no information 
could be obtained as to the amounts repre- 
sented by the tax returns. 

“T can only tell you,” said Collectol 
Trammell, ‘‘that some taxpayers, according 
to their returns, will have to pay as much 
as $2,000.” 

Returns were received yesterday trom 
Columbus, Macon, Augusta. and Savannah, 
deputy collectors being. stationed at each 
of these points for the purpose of receiving 
the returns. 

The law requires that all members of con- 
gress, receiving in excess of $4,000 for theit 
services, shall be required to make re- 
turns and under this provision all the Geor. 
gia congressmen made returns yesterday. 

Postmaster Fox was directed by the au. 
thorities to keep open the mails until 2 
o’clock and to forward all packages to the 
collector’s office. Those arriving today will 
have to bear a certificate to the effect that 
they were filed yesterday, otherwise the 
penalty will be jnflicted.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


At One Time Yesterday the Advance 
Was 2 Cents Over Saturday. 
Chicago, April 15.—An advance of 2e from 
Saturday’s ciose was the record of wheat 
today. Not all of the gain was sustained, 
but sufhcient of it remained at the close 
to SsUubslaniiate tne claims of the bulls 
that the market had an upward trend, 
Shorte were mystifiel and exercised over 
the advance, but much of it was due to 
their own action and to their nervous 
fears of a permanent rise. No very clear 
eXp.anation of the revulsion in feeling 
was voucned, but the confidence in the 
merits of wheat was visivie on all sides. 
kKievator proprietors were the permanent 
buyers at the start, Armour appearing 
openly in that respect. Following 
came the iarge commission houses and the 
shorts, who tound muen difficulty in ex- 
executing purchasing orders owing to the 
persistency of orders. The phenomenal 
advance in oil was argue@d as representing 
a dawning of speculation which, it was 
believed, must extend to grain. Silver, too, 
Was up and there were numerous advocates 
of higher prices on that fact alone. From 
noon until’ the close there was a quieter 
market, the recession from the outside 
taking place during that period. The 
spread’ between May and July showed 
some narrowing today. May wheat open- 
ed from 55% to 55%, advanced to 57c, close 
ing at Sblec, lc higher than Saturday. 

Cash wheat was lc per bushel higher. 

Corn—This grain offered very little in 
the way of inducement to speculative ac- 
tion and traders were, therefore, inclined 
to devote their attention to wheat. The 
advance in prices was entirely due to 
sympathy with the more important mar- 
ket and not to independent interest or 
trade.

The mortgage 
on its face bore date one day earlier than 
the note for $4,398, but it was shown by 
parol evidence that this discrepancy in the 
dates was the result of an error. It was 
also shown by like evidence that the part- 
nership had but one sfock of goods and 
kept the same at but one place. After cer- 
tain payments had been made on this mort- 
gage, the partnership gave to 
creditor a mortgage upon its stock of goods, 
in Which it was recited that the bank held 
a mortgage on the same property for $3,209, 
this being the amount to which the indebt- 
edness to the bank had been reduced. There 
Was no fraud or usury in the bank’s mort- 
gage, and it was made bona fide to secure 
an existing debt of 34,398—Held: 

1, The parol evidence above referred to was 
admissible for the purposes indicated, and 
such evidence was, under the facts of this 
case, likewise admissible to show what in- 
debtedness the mortgage was really intend- 
ed to secure. 

2, The mortgage to the bank, though 
made by only one of the partners, was good, 
although the other partner did -not know of 
its existence. Had he objected to its exe- 
cution, the question would be different. 

3, Under the facts stated, there was no 
fatal variance between the mortgage and 
the debt it was given to secure, The mort- 
gage itself containing an aciual promise 
to pay $5,000, it was at least a valid col- 
lateral security for a debt of. less amount. 

The stock of goods covered by the 
mortgage was. in the. light of the parol 
evidence applying the mortgage to its sub- 
ject matter, sufficiently described and iden- 
tified. 

» There was no error in adjudging that 
the first mortgage was entiled to priority 
over the second in a distribution of the 
proceeds of the mortgaged property, 
raised at a sale by a receiver.

Lumpkin, J.—1. It is within the power 
of the mayor and council of Cuthbert.under 
the charter of that city, upon complying 
with all the requisite constitutional and 
legal provisions, to contract a debt for the 
construction and maintenance of water- 
works and an electric light plant, and to 
issue bonds for this purpose. 

2. It was_not necessary to publish the 
ordinance, or resolution, by which the 
mayor wes authorized to order an election 
to be held upon the question whether or 
not such bonds should be issued, provided 
the notice required by law was duly pub- 
lished. 

3. Although the published notice that the 
election would be held specified a larger is- 
sue of bonds than the city duthorities could 
constitutionally issue, Yet us the petition for 
injunction did not present the question 
whether or not the notice was for thia 
reason illegal, the mere fact that the pro« 
posed issue of bonds a8 stated in the notice 
would have been unconstitutional, did not 
require an injuncté™r restraining the munic- 
inal authorities from issuing bonds to a 
lesser amount, and within the limit fixed 
by the constitution. 

4. it will be lawful to make the proposed 
bonds ‘‘payable in gold, or lawful money 
of the United States, at the option of the 
holder.’’ 

5. Under the act of August 24, 1872, requir- 
ing registration by the voters of the city 
of Cuthbert, a special registration for the 
bond election in question was not requisite:

Macon, Ga., April 15.—(Special.)—It wili be 
remembered that some three weeks ago a 
Suit was begun in Bibb superior court by 
Major J. Il’. Hanson against Senator A. O. 
Bacon. The Constitution at that time pub- 
lished a statement of the allegations con- 
tained in the declaration filed by Mr. Han- 
son. He claimed that Mr. Bacon was in- 
debted to him in over $14,000 on account of 
losses which he had sustained by signing a 
bond for $100,000 as a curety for J. S. 
McTighe & Co., which bond he claimed 
he had signed under the importunities of 
Mr. Bacon, and upon@his representation 
that it was a mere matter of form, and 
that if he lost anything by reason of said 
Suretyship Mr. Bacon would personally in- 
demnify him for said loss, and Mr. Han- 
son claimed that he had been compelled to 
pay out and had lost on account of said 
Suretyship more than $14,000. 

Today being the first day of the term 
of the superior court to which said case 
is returnable, the answer was filed by the 
attorneys of Mr. Bacon. He is represented 
by Messrs. A. L. Miller, Charles L. Bart- 
lett, Dessau & Hodges and William H. Fel- 
ton, Jr., who signed the answer as his 
attorneys. 

In this answer Mr. Bacon substantially 
alleges as follows: lt. is true that he pre- 
sented the bond in April, 1891, to Mr. Han- 
son to ascertain if he would sign the bond 
as surety: He presented the bond to Mr. 
Hanson because he had the assurance of 
McTighe & Co. that Mr. Hanson would sign 
the bond. It is untrue that he insisted on 
Mr. Hanson signing the bond or importuned 
him to do so. Mr. Hanson positively re- 
fused to sign the bond when thus presented, 
but thereafter, on the same occasion, did 
sign the bond at the instance of another 
party. It is untrue that he represented to 
Mr. Hanson that the bond was a mere mat- 
ter of form involving no risk, and untrue 
that he in any way, either expressly or 
by implication, promised Mr. Hanson that 
if he would sign said bond he would per- 
sonally indemnify him against loss on ac- 
count of the same, and he alleges that al! 
allegations to said effect are wholly untrue, 
without the slightest foundation in fact, 
and absolutely false. It is equally untrue 
that Mr. Hanson signed said bond in con- 
sideration of any such representations, 
promises or agreements. The only promise 
or agreement made by him to Mr. Hanson 
was a contract in writing which he en- 
tered into with his associate counsel, 
Messrs. Gustin, Guerry & Hall and Messrs. 
tiardeman, Davis & Turner, by which 
the several attorneys agreed to render ce~ 
tain professional services, which written 
contract is set out in full in the answer. 

It is untrue that he failed in any partic- 
ular to comply with his obligation to Mr. 
Hanson, but on the contrary he performed 
the same with the utmost zeal and fidelity, 
and, together with his associate counsel, 
not only did everything that his obligation 
required; but a great deal more thAn it 
required. By the efforts of himself and his 
associate counsel. the fund realized for the 
reimbursement of the sureties was largely 
more than sufficient to refund all that they 
had paid out, but Mr. Hanson and the 
other sureties, without consultation with 
him, and without seeking h'‘s advice, vol- 


same to McTighe & Co. It is untrue that he 
induced by personal friendship or person- 
al influence Mr. Hanson to sign the bond, 
and there was no suggestion or pretence at 
the t:me, that he signed the bond in con- 
sequence of any such personal influence or 
importunity, or from any personal consic- 
eration on account of Mr, Bacon. He was 
not the lawyer of Mr. Hanson and never 
had been his lawyer in any particular at any 
time, and he did not claim to have any in- 


have any such influence. 
It is not true that Mr, Hanson was sub- 


_ jected toe the payment of any court costs. 
| or lawyer’s fees in any matter covered by 


any promise or obligation, express or im- 


| plied. on his part to Mr. Hanson or to the 
| other sureties. 


The answer then gives in full and more 
at length the history of the transaction 
upon which Mr. Hanson’s claim against 
him is based. It is substantially as follows: 

In 1891 McTighe & Co. brought su‘t in 
Bibb super'or court against the Macon Con- 


struction Company, the Macon and Savan- . 


nah Construction Company, the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad, the Macon 
and Birmingham Railroad Company and 
the Macon and Atlant'c Railroad Company 
for about $300,000 on account of work done 
in the construttion of several of the above 
named railroads. Under this suit the prop- 
erties of all of the above named corpora- 
tions were placed in the hands of a receiver, 
In it McTighe & Co, were represented by 
Messrs. Hardeman, Davis & Turner, and 
the defendant companies by Messrs. Gustin, 
Guerry & Hall. and Mr. Bacon did not rep- 
resent either plaintiffs or defendants in tne 
same, McTighe & Co. at the same time were 
indebted in a large amount of money to 
McLaughlin Bros. & Co., and others, sub- 
contractors, for work done by such sub- 
contractors in build’ng the said railroads. 
To recover this amount McLaughlin Bros. 
& Co, and other subcontractors fited a bill 
in equity in the federal court at Macon to 
recover from MeTighe & Co. about $100,000. 
In that suit in the federal court McTirhe & 
Co. were represented by Messrs. Gustin. 
Guerry & Hall, Hardeman, Davis & Tur- 
ner, and by Mr. Bacon. and in the progress 
of the same McTighe & Co. were placed in 
the hands of a receiver of the § fed- 
eral court and an attachment far 
contempt was moved against them in that 
court upon the allegation that they had 
failed to produce and deiiver to the receiver 
assets to the amount of about $100,000, and 
the three members of the firm of McTighe 
& Co. were about to be sent to jail by the 
judge because of the same. To prevent 
this, McTiehe & Co, proposed to give a 
bond for $100,000, with good security, con- 
ditioned for the payment of the judgment 
which McLaughlin Bros, & Co. et al, 
should recover in said suit in the federal 
court against them. Before asking the 
ccurt for permission to give bond they 
endeavored to ascertain whether they 
could furnish the necessary sureties to the 
bond.

There were executed and delivered to the 
sureties-on the same day with the excue- 
tion of this bond, not only the proposed as- 
signment of their $200,000 interest by Mc- 
Tighe & Co., but also the proposed con- 
tract for vrofessional services by Mr.

THE JONESBORO ELECTION CASE. 


Decision of Judge Richard H. Clark 
Affirmed Yesterday. 

The decision of Judge Richard H. Clark 
in the Clayton county election case was 
yesterday affirmed by the supreme court.

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IMPRESSIVE SCENE AT THE SYNAGOGUE 


He Urges His People To Guard Their Faith 
and To Be More Spiritual -His Suc- 
cessor Takes Charge in August. 


In the presence of a large congregation 
at the Hebrew synagogue yesterday morne- 
ing Rabbi Leo Reich delivered his fare- 


well sermon. 

It was not a prepared discourse and for 
this reason it was all the more affecting. 
During the delivery of the sermon a nhum- 
ber of listeners gave vent to their feelings, 
and the words of the rabbi as they came 
from his lips with deep emotion, seemed 
to touch every heart in his congregation,

including those who had opposed his re-elec- 
tion. 

Among the interested listeners who heard 
the rabbi’s farewell speech were quite a 
number of Christians, Dr. Reich during 
the seven- years of his ministry in Atlanta 
has made a host of warm personal friends 
among the gentiles of the city, who enter- 
tain for him much of the regard and at- 
tachment of his own people. 

In beginning his farewell sermon Dr. 
Reich stated frankly to his congregation 
that he had been unable to prepare a writ- 
ten sermon. His feelings would not allow 
themselves to be expressed in cold and life- 
less words on paper. He preferred to let 
his heart speak and to give himself up en- 
tirely to the inspiration of the hour. He 
reasoned how foolish it would be for a son 
of a brother going away from home, to 
Write out his goodby. No treacherous pen 
could frame the word of loving and tender 
farewell that came spontaneously from the 
heart. 

Having made this brief opening 
the rabbi commenced his sermon. He took 
a passage of scripture from the crossing 
of the Red sea by the Israelites, and drew 
an interesting parallel between the Israel- 
ites and the Egyptians. God had promised 
His chosen people that He would be their 
physician and heal them of all their dis- 
eases that were sent upon the Egyptians, 
if they would only trust and obey him. The 
Egyptians were cursed with darkness, but

» the Hebrews had light in their dwellings. 


The ambition of the Egyptians was to leave 
behind them cold monuments of stone, but 
the duty of the Israelites was to be living 
monuments unto God. 

He exhorted the members of his congre- 
gation to be more spiritual and to be al- 
ways jealous of their faith. He urged them 
to guard and protect their faith, as they 
did their persons, and to see that all spirit- 
ual diseases were banished. They should 
not allow themselves to grow indifferent 
or cold, but should keep the love of God 
warm in their hearts and the fires of wore 
Ship burning upon their altars. If they 
wearied of forms and ceremonies of wor- 
Ship they should trust to the guidance of 
one who had promised to heal their dis- 
eases and to be their physician. 

As a parting injunction to his congregae- 
tion he referred to the’ disease known as 
gangrene. He defined is as the privation 
of life or the partial death of an organ. It 
was always attended by a sudden diminu- 
tion of feeling in the part affected. He 
warned them to beware of indifference. 
It might lead them into danger and result 
in spiritual disease of the most destructive 
and deadly kind. 

In closing he thanked the members of 
his congregation for the love they had 
shown him. If he had wounded the feelings 
of any one during his ministry it was not 
because he was lacking in love for them, 
and he asked to be forgiven and hoped 
that he would always be kindly remember- 
ed. He blessed the members of the con- 
gregation and asked in return their bless- 
ing upon him. No harsh words of censure 
were spoken, and the sermon 
of the rabbi was méllow with tenderness 
and affection. 

At the close of the discourse he prayed a 
fervent prayer for his successor in office, 
for the Hebrew congregation, the city of 
Atlanta, and the entire commonwealth of 
which he had been an humble citizen dure- 
ing the years of his ministry. He invoked 
the blessing of heaven to rest upon Jew and 
gentile, and to be with the congregation ale 
ways and forever. 

Many hastened to shake the hands of the 
rabbi afier the close of the service, and 
tears fell warn’ and fast as the friends of 
the rabbi crowded around him to speak the 
farewell word of separation. 

Dr. Reich will remain in Atlanta for sey- 
eral weeks. He has not as yet matured his 
plans for the future, but says that he will 
likely leave Atlanta, although he hus many 
warm personal friends here who have urg- 
ed him to stay. His successor, Dr. Marx, 
will not take charge until the Ist of Au- 
gust. In the meantime services will be 
held at the synagogue, but they will not be 
conducted by Rabbi Reich. 
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PRESIDENT COLLIER'S STRONG TALK 


He Gave an Encouraging Resumo of What 
Has Been Done by the Exposi- 
tion in a Year.

A com- 
mittee.consisting of Mr. Smith, Mr. Peters 
and General Lewis was appointed to as- 
certain if a majority of the stock of’ the 
company was represented. The committee 
reported the above result. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. Rice, 
English, Black, Palmer, Smith, West and 
Spalding was appointed to retire and se- 
lect fifty directors for the exposition for 
the next year. The committee was out 
about ten minutes and returned with the 
recommendation that the old board be re- 
elected just ag it stood, with the addition 
of the two gentlemen, ex-Governor W. J.

OUT INTO THE WORLD 
Hrs, HE. Hlcken Wil Wear an Easter 
Gown in Liberty. 


SHE WAS RELEASED AT NOON YESTERDAY 


The Supreme Court Reversed tho Decision 
of the Lower Court—Released on 
Her Own Recognizance. 


Mrs. M. E. Hicken, who has persistently 
and insistently declared her innocence of 
any wrong-doing in the matter of allegea 
forgeries, was yesterday released from Ful- 
ton county jail, where she has spent the 
greater portion of the last year. 

Her release was due to a decision of the 
Supreme court sustaining a demurrer made 
by Colonel W. I. Heyward and Mr. J. E. 
Robinson, leading attorneys fur the cefend- 
ant, in the cases against her. it Was a 
demurrer which was filed before Mrs. Hick- 
en was put upon trial. 

The case was that in which the alleged 
forging of the name of E. C. Henderson, cf 
the firm of Henderson & Austin, of Mariet- 
ta, Was cherged. ‘The indictment was found 
and it Was alleged that Mrs. M. E. Hicker 
forged the name oft C. E. Henderson, 
though the initials on the check were C. 
k. Henderson. The indictment was dce- 
murred to by Mrs, FElicken’s attorneys. 

The demurrer set forth that the check 
Was not forgery, and that the name signed 
Was not forged, as it was not the name of 
Mr. FE. C. Henderson but that of Mr. C. 

Henderson, who was not objecting and 
who did not deny his signature. The in- 
ference was that the check had been given 
by C. E. Henderson, and that when it was 
presented he falled to have funds at the 
bank. 

‘the check was passed upon the King 
Hardware Company, and it was proved, or 
sought to be proved, that Mrs. Hicken stat~ 
Was nota forgery, and that the name signed 
by Mr. Henderson, of Henderson & Austin, 
attorneys, at Marietta. Judge Clark over- 
ruied the demurrer, and the case went to 
trial. The result was that Mrs. Hicken was 
convicted. A metion for a new trial was 
then made, but Judge Clark denied it. The 
casé was then taken to the supreme court. 

There are still several indictments against 
Mrs. Hicken for forging the name or E. 
W. Agnew, of Florida. Mr. Agnew has 
stated that the checks were forgeries, but 
could not be prevailed upon to come to 
Georgia to testify at the trial. Mrs. Hicken 
Was allowed to sign her own bond in three 
pending cases and left the jail accompanied 
by her husband, George Hicken. She says 
Atlanta will be her future home. The fol- 
lowing is the decision of the supreme court:
